uing {ubiectes , asis aforeſaide, quietly to permit and ſuffer them ſoto do without any maner 
your lets interruption or contradition « Ang you the ſayd Spirituall perſons to declare the 
tcanour of theſe our Letters Patents vnto our ſaide ſubiees,exhorting them to extend their 
charities in this behalfe. AnJalſo you the ſaid Conſtables and Churchwardens to be _ 
helping and aſſiſting the ſayde Hugh and his deputie in your Churches for the colleRing an 
gathering of thalmes aforeſayde. In witneſſe whereot we haue cauſedtheſe our Lertersto be 
made parentes for the ſpace of one whole yeare next after the date hereof to endure. Witneſle
